DOWN iN A COAL MINE. 


On Monday we paid a visit to the 


coal mines at Medicine Hat, in com-, 


pany with the Rev. Dr. Young. Mr. 
Lawson, the genial manager, showed 
us through. We descended about 
200 ft. from the prairie level, on a 
tramway made by the company, for 
the purpose ot haaling up the coal, 
and found ourselves at the mouth of 
the pit. Here we found ten ditfer- 
ent leads, 5x6, already opened, some 
of which extends 200 feet into the 
cliffs. At the mouth of the lead, 
the coal has a crumbled appearance, 
as ifslacked by the action of the 
air and fire, but as we proceeded, it 
showed evident signs of improve- 
ment, vresenting a glossy surface, 
and becoming much harder. The 
Company at present employ about 
eighty men, and haul up 100 tons 
per day. They expect to icrease 
their force to two hundred men, 


and the output will be 500 tons per 
day. As will be seen by our ad- 
vertising column, they agree to place 
this on cars at $5 per ton, or in lots 
of two hundred tons, and upwards, 
$4 per ton, As the freight is $2.50 
per ton from the mine here, we can 
ave reasonably cheap tuel,
